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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 19 
September 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-1 0 and 1 6-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not disclose, suggest or teach an apparatus comprising a platen, a wafer carrier, 
segmented cathode, and a segmented anode disposed between a rear surface of body 
of wafer and wafer carrier, the segmented anode being partitioned into small 
components that may be electrically adjusted separately to change polishing rates and 
polishing selectivities. Closest prior art are Uzoh et al. (US 5,807,165) and Moore (US 
70741 13 B1). Uzoh et al. discloses a segmented anode (Fig. 10) and Moore discloses 
a segmented anode (Fig. 10-12, col. 11, line 40 to col. 13, line 20); however, such an 
anode is wired from the same power supply pole and does not disclose separately 
controlled segments. Wei et al. (US 6234752 B1) discloses an electrochemical 
machining apparatus comprising a segmented electrode that is controllable via each 
segment. However, Wei et al.'s apparatus is directed towards creating a shaped 
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workpiece (col. 3, lines 27-48); one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to 
look to Wei et al.'s apparatus for creating a sliaped workpiece in Uzoh et al.'s or 
Moore's apparatus for planarizing a workpiece. Furthermore, Wei et al.'s electrode is 
configured as a segmented cathode. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

7. It is noted that the claim amendments submitted on 19 September 2008 are 
supported in the specification as stated by Applicant in remarks, p. 6 submitted on 19 
September 2008. Furthermore, paragraph [0023] supports that the anode is partitioned 
into small components that may be electrically adjusted separately. While the 
specification does not explicitly say "electrically," is it noted that previous sentence 
indicates that the current density may be varied across the wafer to minimize the 
dependency on location and the current density is an electric variable.
